and a work camp for the Ladec cematris works. The number of workers Slugtuates 
between 500 and 1,000 persons, who live in barracks. 

2. Besides these large camns, there are a number of smaller forced labor canps 
which, however, do not exceed more than 100. They are ranerally located near 
large factories and often also near railway and building projects, Exeept for 
the Novaly area, the forced laborers work in no other mines, 
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
